tries tho people respect and obey the Jnw, 


And even Belgium, which has no capital 
punishment, and which Is the worst of 
European countries in the matter of 
crime, is far ahead of us m obeying ami 
enforcing the law. The deplnablo con¬ 
ditions |n this country, which are a con¬ 
stant menace to society, arn due to flag-rant 
abuses of the law, constant anil Irritating 
delay* on mere legal technicalities, and 
tho final failure properly to punish crime." 

United fltntes Judge Holt, of NW York, 
In an al-tirlo on “Unpunished Crime In the 
United, .States," snys that “tlimVhre i*i 
rough estimate, approximately 100,000 MU' 
hung murderers walking the street* of 
onr ritle* and free to repeat the enme if 
tho notion strikes them." 

Coming nearer to home, our own dis¬ 
tinguished Federal jurist, William T 
Newman, said in an interview: 

"Tjio situation existing in this country 
in the matter of crime and the enforce¬ 
ment of law Is serious—there is no ques¬ 
tion about that* There Is no doubt but 
that far too many murders aro being com¬ 
mitted In tho United State*} human life 
is regarded too oheaply. Something 
should be dons and at once to change this 
condition. At present there is too much 
rocktcsa disregard of human life." 

Listen to what .Judge II. M. Reid, of the 
City Court of Atlnnta, says: 

“Fuhjio opinion in Georgia and thq 
whole country, not the law, is the prime 
cause of tho Morions situation now exist 
log In the United States in the matter of 
administering justice and enforcing Jaw. 
It, la the public opinion, formed by a 
wanton disrespect on the part of the peo¬ 
ple for the law and the courts, and ita 
natural consequcnco is a maladministra¬ 
tion of the law. We have ample laws on 
our«itatute hooka/hut they are not prop¬ 
erly, enforced—public opinion prevent* 
their enforcement. Of courso, there are 
many feature* of the law that could be 
remedied which would prevent needless 
delays in tho administration of justice, 
and thiB should be done. But I 4ui satis¬ 
fied that it is* not the law itself’ that 
arouses a feeling of disrespect. We hate 
simply been taught wrong and do not 
realize the great importance of tlic ut¬ 
most regard for lnw nnjl the courts. Take 
England, for example; Tn that country 
public opinion upholds the lnw, and the 
people have tlip grentrst respect for the 
decisions of the courts. Whenever a de¬ 
cision is rendered by an English court, it 
is effective because the people make no 


effort to overthrow it In this country 
there I* not only a pronounced wpnt of 
respect, but the court* and the law-are 
actually defied. This disrespect ha* 
reached such proportions that the whole' 
country now is in a deplorable state; and. 


the foundation of Government 


whfcn the people fail properly to recog¬ 
nize-these tribunals, and decline to ac 
ccpt their decisions, the Government will 
finally strike the rocks." ’ 

Joseph M. Brown, the present able and 
patriotic Governor of Georgia, has again 
and again, in his public addresses, and in 
written articles to the press, called atten¬ 
tion to the snpreme importance of law en¬ 


forcement, and to the peril confronting 
our country because of the non-enforec- 
meut of our laws.

B RABANTIQ, the rich aviator of Venice, 
bad a fair- daughter, the gentle Deude- 
njOnjL pbe , »ru Bought to Oy diver* 
suitor*, both oa account of her many rlrtaou* 
Qaalltlaa, god for bar rloh expectation*. But J . 
among th« Bultoni of h€r own clime and com- 
jgsxlon ahe'**w'nook whom she could ftlfect: 
for thlft noble lady, who regarded th* mind 
more than the features of men, with a singu¬ 
larity rather t6 be admired than imitated, bad 
", chosen for the object of her affections a Moor, 
a block whom ber father K>red, and often la 
, vited to his bouse. u 

Neither (a Dee demon* to be altogether con¬ 
demned for the unsultablenees of the person 
whom ahe selected for her lover. ^Bating that 
Othello was black the noble Moor wanted noth¬ 
ing which might recommend him'to the affec¬ 
tions of the greatest lady.

This statement of Othello wan confirmed by 
the testimony .of the lady Deademona heneU, 
Who appeared in court, and'professing a duty to 
her father for life and education} • challenged 
leave of him to profess a yet higher duty to . 
her lord and husband, oven eo much as her 
motbgr had ehowa in preferring him (Braban- 
tio) above her father. 1 ' 

The old eenator, unable to maintain hla plea, 
called .the''Moor to him with mahy exp resale US • 
of Borrow, and, aa an act of noceaslty^ beBtowed 
upon him itia daughter, whom, If he had been 
free tp withhold her (be told him) he would . 
with all bis heart have kept from him; a'ddlng, 
that be wa*'glad at soul that be had no oti)6r 
child, for this behavior of Desdemona would . 
have taught him to be a tyrant, and, bong blogs 
on them for her "desertion. 

This difficulty being got 'over, Othello,v to 
whom custom had rendered the hardships of a 
military life as natural aa food and rest are to 
other men, readily undertook thri management 
of the wars In Cypruu; and Dcsdemonh, pre¬ 
ferring the honor of her lord (though with 
danger) before the Indulgence of those Idle de¬ 
lights In which -newmah-led peoplo usually 
waste their time, cheerfully consented to' his 
going. ■* 

No sooner were Othello and his lady landed 
In Cyprus than nows arrived that a desperate 
tempest'hnd dispersed the Turkish fleet, and 
thUB the Island wan Secure from au Immedi¬ 
ate apprehension of an attack. But (he war 
which Othollo wan to suffer was now begin¬ 
ning; and tho enemies whtoh malice stirred up 
against this Innocent lady proved Ip their na¬ 
ture moro deadly than atraugorn or Infidels. 

Among all the goneral'a frlendo no .one pos¬ 
sessed tho confidence of Othello more entirely 
limn Caario. Michael Casslo was a young sol¬ 
dier, a Florentine, guy, amorous, and of pleas¬ 
ing addr«wy-favorite qualities with women; hfl ■ 
was haiiTlsoine, and.eloquent, nod exactly such 
& person ns mlgl^t alarm the jenlousy of a man 
advanced In years (an Othello In nome measure^ 
was), who had married a young and beautiful ' 
wife; but Othello was.as free from Jealousy n» 
he wan uoble.’aad bb Incapable of suspecting, 
hh of doing, a bane action. 

He had employed this C/main in hla love 
affair with Deademona. and Cnkslo bud been a 
sort of go-between in hi* null; for Othello, fear- ’ 
log that blrnsolf hnd Dot' Uioeo «oft partaoi 
MnVAfsallOn wklfh please lad ((jo, and finding 
these .qualities in hla friend, would often depute ' 
Casalo to go (aa ho phrased It, acoorting for 
him: Hiich Innocent simplicity being an honor 
rather than a blemish (o the character of the 
valiant Moor. Bo that no wonder If, next to 
Othello himself (hut at fardlatnnce. Oft bedeema 
a virtuous wlfo), the gen tin Desdemonp loved 
and (rusted Caaslo. He frequented their house, 
and bl* free and rattling talk whs do unplM*.- 
lug variety-to Othello, who waa blmseir of a 
more serious temper: lor such tempera are ob¬ 
served often to delight In their contrarlee, as 
a relief from tho oppressive excess of tholr/ 
own: and Desdemona and Caaslo would talk 
and laugh together, 4 da in the i doya - when ho 
.went a-courllug for his friend. 

Otbellojiad lately promoted'CnsMo to be the 
lieutenant, a place of trust, and nearest to the 
gcncrnl’B person. This promotion guvo greut 
offense to logo,- on older officer, who thought 
he bad a belter claim than CaRBlo, and would 
often ridicule Caeslo as a follow fit only fof. 
the company of ladles, and one that -knew no 
more of the nrt of war, or bow to tet nn army 
)u array for faille, than a girl,- lugo bated . 
Caaslo, ^tnd ho bated Othello as well for favor¬ 
ing Cesslo as far an unjust suspicion which be 
had lightly tpken up against Othello, that tho 
Moor was too fond of logo’s wife Nmilla. From 
-these- Imaginary provocations,, the plotting 
mind of lago concotved a horrid scheme of ro- 
veijge which should Involva both CftSSlo, tbo 
Moor, and Uesdemoua In one common jrnlo.
